W ASHINGTON, Aug. 14— Gov­ 
ernm ent officials helping to super­ 
vise th e re tu rn of A m erican indus­ 
try to a p eacetim e basis today 
saw prospects or 7,000,000 unem ­ 
ployed by C hristm as. 
T hese 
leading federal econom ­ 
ists say tem porary m ass unem ploy­ 
m en t is sure to com e regardless 
of anything in d u stry can do. 
T hey add. how ever, th a t if this 
m ass unem ploym ent is only tem ­ 
porary ‘‘it will not be alarm in g ”. 
A like in th eir view s, although 
representing 
sep ara te 
agencies, 
these econom ists — anonym ous at 
their own req u est— said unem ploy­ 
m ent m ight rise to 
8,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 to 
3.000.000 next y ear unless the gov­ 
ernm ent m oves to p rev en t such an 
increase.

All incoming evidence from unofficial Nipponese broad­ 
casts indicates the enemy has had enough— that the atomic 
bomb and the Russian declaration added up to more than he 
could take.

N either President Truman nor Secretary of State Byrnes had any 
direct com m ent to offer on the Tokyo broadcast that an imperia! 
m essage would be forthcom ing. 
Mr. Byrnes conferred with the President for 20 m inutes early 
this morning and when reporters asked him lf he expected som ething 
today on surrender he shot back a crisp, ‘‘Yes. sir !” 
W hite House aids em phasized, however, that on the basis o f pro^ 
vlously laid plans V-J Day cannot com e until the latter part of the 
week. They laid heavy stress on the fact that J’apan actually w ill not 
have surrendered until responsible Japanese leaders have signed on 
the dotted line, probably at an Am erican base or aboard an Am erican 
warship.

x TOTH!NG could be more futile in the handling 
of Japan's surrender academic discussion of 
Emperor Hlrohtto’s 
proper position. W hatever 
that position should be. It cannot be altered by 
remote judgment. The Allied fighting forces are 
dealing with a fact, not a theory. 
The fact is that Japanese authority and dis­ 
cipline are based on the emperor. There is no 
proper comparison with the position of Hitler 
In Germany, or with the position of any con­ 
temporary European monarch. Hirohlto, in the 
Japanese legend, is the 124th in direct line of 
descent from the m ythological founder of Ja­ 
pan, Ninigi. He Is not m erely the head of a state, 
but of a faith. 
The Japanese are as firmly convinced of his 
divinity in their way as Anglo-Saxons are con­ 
vinced of the divinity of Christ. A Japanese 
historian, Yoauke Maysucka, has w ritten: '‘W ith­ 
out the emperor, neither Japan nor the Japanese 
people could he imagined. Thence a Japanese 
governm ent also would 
he inconceivable. The 
instant the emperor were removed, both Japan 
and the Japanese people would cease to be. No 
country outside of Japan has this constitution.” 
There la Infinite m aterial for discussion in 
this circum stance od Japanese political organisa­ 
tion, but for action there is only the fact that 
the m ost expedient way to term inate the war in 
‘he Pacific is to employ the only authority 
hat the Japanese people acknowledge— the au- 
bority of Emperor Hirohlto. 


)r Else— As Demonstrated 
n H E plan for m aintaining peace after the war 
depends heavily on the theory that massed 
air power will be too potent for a single ag­ 
gressor to risk. The theory has been tested at 
Japan's expense. 
Japan now is a lone aggressor confronted with 
a m assive concentration of air power. It is in 
the sam e relative position that a single nation 
defying the United N ations would occupy lf the 
plan of co-operative security were challenged. 
It has been undergoing the alternative to good

New Criminal Court 


By Raymond Moley 


] N THE MIDST of 
resounding 
I news from Asia and the Pacific, 
little attention has been given to 
the war crim es com m ittee report 
issued in London and to Mr. Jus­ 
tice Robert H. Jackson’s statem ent 
explaining It. 
But this report m akes history of 
great 
significance. 
Mr. 
Justice 
Jackson and his British, Russian 
and French colleagues have done 
a remarkable job in a short time. 
New principles and new law have 
been created which ought to live 
for all time. 
To appreciate the significance of 
the war crim es com m ittee report 
we must understand that, despite 
big talk all through the war about 
punishing war criminals, no prac­ 
tical m eans existed to carry out 
that talk. 
There was no international court, 
no law and no procedure to try 
war criminals, except those 
who 
were guilty under the specific Jut- 
Isdictlon 
of 
Individual 
countries. 
Effort* after the last war to bring 
evildoers 
to Justice ended 
in 
a 
fiasco. A whole system of Justice 
had to be built from the bottom. 
These were serious difficulties. 
International dealing with the chief 
officers of an offending and de­ 
feated state never had been done 
on a real Judicial basis. Even Na­ 
poleon’s rusting out his years at 
St. H elena came solely as a result 
of executive action. He never was 
dealt 
with 
judicially. 
Heads 
at 
states w-ere regarded as above the 
law. 
The plunging of a nation into 
war, so far as the victim nations 
were concerned, never was made 
a personal responsibility. In deal­ 
ing with axis war lords, the United 
Nations 
faced 
almost 
irreconcil­ 
able 
differences 
between 
Anglo- 
American 
principles 
of 
criminal 
law and 
procedure, 
on 
the one 
hand, 
and 
those 
of 
continental 
Europe, on the other. 
T hese 
difficulties 
have 
been 
overcom e by a sim ple docum ent is­ 


sued on the authority of the U nit­ 
ed 
States, Great 
Britain, 
Russia 
and France. 
It first sets up a court—called 
an International m ilitary tribunal 
— with tour Judges, one for each 
nation concerned. Its Jurisdiction 
is lim ited to the trial and punish­ 
m ent of major war crim inals of 
the European axis. 
It then sets up a brief code of 
crim inal law, describing in very 
general term s the offences 
that 
shall be regarded as criminal. Then 
it seta up a sim ple code of pro­ 
cedure, unfettered by the com pli­ 
cated provisions now in the laws 
of ail nation*. Finally It telle what 
punishm ents 
may 
be 
prescribed 
and how judgm ents shall be car­ 
ried out. 
Mr. 
Justice 
Jackson, 
in 
this 
statem ent, makes the point that a J 
fairly satisfactory agreement has 
been made between the continen­ 
tal theory, in which enormous Ut-1 
Rude is permitted for ail manner I 
of evidence, and the Anglo-Saxon 1 
restrictions 
on 
evidence. 
Also, 
agreem ent 
between

In general, the new system leans
